: The terse communique. given out 
in Moscow tonight gave no details of 
the charges of subversive activity 
brought against some of those arrest- 
ed, nor did it mention the names of

ruled today the Southern Brighton 
Mills, Shannon, Ga., were justified in 
refusing to re-employ workers who 


i had-displayed firearms during a re- 
cent strike. 

However, violation of NRA labor | 5 
provisi@ms were cited against the com- | 
pany in “interfering with and restrain- 
ing the .self-organization” of. other 
workers, who the board ordefed rein- 
stated. 

“Use of firearms,” the order said, 
“was an unwarranted display of 
force, dangerous - to the peace of the 
community.” 

Ten men were listed as having been 
armed, and the board added, “the 
cause for their exclusion was suffi- 
cient.” 

Eight other strikers “who partici- 
pated in patrol duty, stopping cars 
on the highway, were acting in con- 
cert with the armed men, and adopt- 
ed an unjustifiable display of force,” 
the ruling Said; there were found to 
have been “properly excluded” from 
re-employment. - 

The company was ordered, how- 
ever, to offer re-employment to cer- 
tain other of the complaining former 
workers, and was given 15 days in 
which to comply with the order.

Fields 
walked into the dance hall through 
the dining room and shouted for the 
music to stop. He then approached 
the girl and said “It’s all over,” wit- 
ness stated. 

Ten witnesses testified and varied 
their testimony as to names and num- 
ber of persons presefit and the num- 
ber of shots fired. No one testified 
who fired the shots that killed Fields 
and Nunn or that either fired at the 
other. 

Fields’ pistol was not found. Nunn’s 
pistol was identified. Two caps were 
found on Fields’ chest.

Widely-Known Newspa- 
perman Suffered Heart 
Attack Four Weeks Ago 


Charles J. Kelly, widely known At- 
Janta newspaperman who began his 
journalistic career with The Constitu- 
tion, died early Tuesday at his resi- 
dence at 24 Northwood avenue, N. E., 
following a heart attack several weeks 
ago. He was 59. 

Mr. Kelly was a copy editor of the 
Georgian-at the time of his death, but 
he had served at various times with 
all three Atlanta daily papers and 
was once managing editor of the Uncle 
Remus magazine, which was publish- 
ed by Joel Chandler Harris, and his 
sons, Julian L. Harris and J. C. 
Harris Jr., and had been managing 
editor of the Georgian. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon at the 
chapel of Sam Greenberg & Co., and 
the Rev. G. W. Gasque will officiate. 
Burial will be in West View ceme- 
tery. 

Originally Mr. Kelly studied art and 
his first connection in Atlanta was 
with the old Atlanta Looking Glass, 
a weekly publication to which he con- 
tributed his drawings, but, as a young 
man, he felt the lure of newspaper 
work and joined the staff of The 
Constitution when Julian ~LaRose 
Harris was managing editor.

He continued in the employ of The 
Constitution for approximately five 
years before accepting a position with 
the old Atlanta News, which paper 
later became the Atlanta Georgian.
